In my Obſervations laſt Year, it was ſtated that 
the encreaſing Proſperity of the Country warranted 
the Expectation of a Million per Annum from this 
Article ; and, in a Letter then juſt received, it was 
remarked, that the Sales would probably amount to 
about the Sum above ſtated ; and this, it was obſerved, 
aroſe not from an enhanced Price, but chiefly from 
an encreaſed Sale. In ſome of the Sales, however, 
the Price appears to have been higher than it 
ought to be in a plentiful Seaſoti. In order, there-

Beſide which, in the preſent Year, that Part 
of the Trade in Opium which by Treaty was allowed 
to the French, has been, in conſequence of the

The Charges eſtimated for 1594-5, are Cur- 
rent Rupees 5, 33, 433, or J. 53, 343 leſs than 
the Charges of the preceding Year. The ex- 
tra Donation in that Year to the Army, which 
ſerved againſt Myſore, accounts nearly for this 
Difference. In other reſpects, the Charges appear 
to have been computed on their actual Amount in 
1793-4. In that Year, ſome extra Expences were 
incurred, in conſequence of the preſent War, and 
in No. 11*, which is the general Eſtimate of Receipt 
and Expenditure for 1794-5, ſome Allowance is made 
for additional Charges on the ſame Account. The 
Sum allowed for Buildings and Fortifications is alſo 
larger than is generally computed to be required for 
that Purpoſe: but, in looking back to the firſt two 
Columns of No. 2+, the Sums expended in thoſe 
Years were very ſmall ; and, hence more Repairs 
might become neceſſary in 1793-4 and 1794-5. 
Theſe ſeveral Particulars make the Total of Charges 


greater than it would have appeared, if the Eſtimate 


had been regularly formed for a Period of Peace. 


I laſt Year obſerved to the Committee, that one 
of the laſt Meaſures of the Marquis Cornwalhs's

with Tippoo Sultan continued till near the End of the 
Firſt Year in the Accounts, No. 4, 5,* (viz. 1991-2.) 


In the next Year a new Treaty was made with the 


Nabob of Arcot and Rajah of Tanjore, the Parti- 
culars of which could not be carried into full Effect 


immediately. It required alſo ſome Time to ſettle 
the Revenues and aſcertain the Charges of the 
Countries ceded to the Eaſt-India Company by 
Tippoo ; and in the laſt Year, the French Poſſeſſions 
in that Part of India were captured, which occa- 
fioned an extra Expence, and produced ſome Re- 
venue. From theſe Circumſtances it follows, that an

Charges were higher on Account of a greater Num-

Without entering into a Diſcuſſion Wl | 
of the Queſtion how far they are liable to be called upon for that Payment, (which 11 
the Company, conſidering this Arrangement on the Principles of an annual caſh il 
Account, may be diſpoſed to diſpute,) a {light View of the State of their Affairs, 40 
ſince the Commencement of that Arrangement, will ſhew the Propriety of not 10 
making the Demand. The preſent and future Participation of the Public 1 
muſt depend on their ſurplus Revenues abroad, and the Profits on their "i 
commercial Tranſactions: It would therefore be ſhort-ſighted Policy to en- 
force a Demand for preſent Convenience to Government, which might Occaſion 
immediate Embarraſſment to the Company, and greatly retard the future 
Operation of ſome eſſential Parts of that Arrangement. | 


I have already obſerved, That upwards of a Million of the Debts, or 
L£-1,008,637 transferred from India, became due in 1793-4, and £.933,095 in 
1794-5. By the Regulations of the Act of 1793, £.500,000 of theſe Debts 
were to be paid annually ; an Exceſs therefore of £.941,732 became due in 
thoſe Two Years. This Amount, by the Engagements under which the Bills 
were drawn, the Company were bound to diſcharge. But the Liquidation of 
ſo large an Amount of Debt, the Delay, which took place in 1793, in the 
Payments made by the Purchaſers of Goods ſold in that Year, and the En- 
creaſe of Expences in Freight, &c. have prevented the Receipts from keeping 
pace with the Demands. It was therefore only by allowing the Bond Debt to 
continue at a higher amount than was originally intended, that all the Pay- 
ments, including the one to Government, were made in the firſt Year: And if 
any further large Demand had been made in the laſt Yeay, it could have been 
complied with only by iſſuing an additional Number of Bonds. To meet any 
urgent Neceſſity of this Kind, I laſt Year brought in a Bill to enable them to 
extend the Amount of their Bonds in Circulation to the Extent of Three 


Millions: But as the Intereſt of Money in the public Funds had encreaſed in 
| conſequence 
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conſequence of the War, the Premium on the Company's Bends bad decreaſed, 
and if a large additional Quantity had been brought to Market, the Company 
might have been obliged to iſſue them at a Diſcount, or to have raiſed the 
Intereſt on the Whole of their Bond Debt, either of which . ren doe. 
ſioned a conſiderable Loſs. 9357430 


The Proſpełt alſo, of their Expences encreaſing in che prefont Vow, affords 
another Reaſon for not making ſo conſiderable a demand in the laſt. By the 
Eſtimate in the lower Columns of No. 23, it appears that the ordinary Receipts 
of the Company in this Year, and the Caſh in the Treaſury, will probably not be 
adequate, by a Sum of . 371, 8 38, to defray their Expences, and pay the Amount 
of Debt transferred from India, becoming due. The Million Sterling in Bonds 
which, by the Act of Parliament of the laſt Seſſion they are empowered to 
iſſue, will enable them to provide for ſuch Exigency, if it ſhould occur: But 
the Reaſons I have already mentioned, will undoubtedly r chem to exerciſe 
that Power with great Caution. 


The Payments in the preſent Year being eſtimated to exceed the Receipts, do 
not give a favorable idea of the State of the Company's Trade; but jt muſt be 
conſidered, that a Part of thoſe Payments is for Debts already incurred. The 
Charges of Freight, &c. are alſo greatly encreaſed in conſequence of the War, 
ſo that, including ſome Arrears, the Expences under this Head are eſtimated at 
no leſs than £.900,000 more than was computed in 1793 for a Year of Peace. 
Part of this is undoubtedly owing to the larger Quantity of Goods provided for 
Sale; but the principal Cauſe is the Encreaſe of Price in the various Articles 
employed in Shipping. As the Expence of carrying on the Trade to and from 
India is ſo materially enhanced, it may probably be inferred, that it would be 
more profitable for the Company to leſſen their Trade, and employ the Surplus 
in India to the Payment of the Debts bearing Intereſt. Taken merely in a 
mercantile Point of View, this may be the Fact. But it ſhould be conſidered 
that, in India, the Company are Sovereigns as well as Merchants;—that the 
regular Collection of the Revenues muſt depend upon the Proſperity of the 
Country, and this muſt alſo, in ſome Degree, depend upon the State of the 
Manufactures, which are ſupported by the Trade to Europe. Either, there- 
fore, a Diminution of the Revenues muſt take place m conſequence of a 
Stagnation of the Manufactures, or the Trade from thenee, be diverted 
into other Channels. Of an Opportunity of this Nature, the neutral Nations 
would, undoubtedly, take every Advantage, and endeavour to eſtabliſh a laſting 
Trade, on the temporary Dereliction of it by the Company. In a general Point 
of View, we can have no Obje&tion to all Nations trading with the Britiſh 
Provinces in India; as Sovereigns we wiſh their Proſperity to be augmented 
by every poſſible Means; and therefore, ſo far as foreign Trade conduces to 
that End, we are ready to encourage it: But we muſt be watchful to prevent 
every Species of factitious Encreaſe of foreign Trade, where the Means of car- 
rying it on are drawn from the Vitals of the Provinces themſelves. Whilſt 

| Foreigners 
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Foreigners trade on their own Capitals, the Articles they purchaſe muſt be 
obtained by others, which will benefit the Country by the Exchange, without 
Injury to the State moſt connected with it in Europe. But when the Capital 
for conducting that Trade is furniſhed from the Fortunes of Indiviluals, ac- 
quired by Employments held in thoſe Settlements, it operates as a direct Drain 
from that Country, to the collateral Injury of Great Britain. The Prevention 
of a Trade ſo detrimental to the Intereſts of this Empire, and to make London 
us much as poſſible the Emporium of Europe for Eaſt India Goods, was the 
principal Object of ſeveral of the Regulations in the Act of 1793; and it is 
with the ſame View that I lately moved for Leave to introduce a Bill for al- 
lowing the Importation of Goods from India in Ships built in that Country. 
The Propriety of that Meaſure I ſhall not now diſcuſs : I megtion it merely 
to ſhew the Conviction I feel of the Neceſſity of keeping up the Trade from the 
Eaſt Indies to this Country to its full extent; though, in doing ſo, we find it 
neceſſary to have recourſe to new and extraordinary Means for obtaining an 
adequate Supply of Goods, and though the Expences attending the Importation, 
may be ſuch as to leave little or no Proſpect of Gain. 


Theſe Diſadvantages, the Committee muſt perceive, are only temporary ; 
whereas the Advantages, attending an eſtabliſhed, extenſive, and encreaſing 
Trade, joined to the improving State of the Revenues, promiſe to be laſting. 
If the Sales of Eaſt India Goods 1n Leadenhall-ftreet during the laſt Year, a 
Time of War, and when no inconfiderable Part of the Markets of Europe were 
hut againſt their Introduction from Great Britain, were yet greater than they 
have ever been before, it is but reaſonable to expect that, on the Return of 
Peace, when thole Markets thall be open, the Demands at the Company's Sales 
will {till encreaſe, and Great Britain become, what the Extent of her Dominions 
in India, the enterprizing Spirit of her Merchants, and the unrivalled Capitals 


they poſſeſs, entitle her to be, —the Grand Emporium of Europe, for the 
Goods, Wares, and Merchandize of the Eaſt. 


This Proſpect of the future Extenſion of the Company's Trade at home; de- 


rives an additional Degree of Probability, from the actual State of their Affairs 


abroad. The failure of other Companies in Europe, has left the Engliſh Eaſt 
India Company without a Rival in the China Market. And, in India, the 
Britiſh Poſſeſſions enjoy an unexampled Degree of Proſperity; the Population 


of them encreaſes, the Inhabitants become wealthy, and the Revenue to Go- 


vernment is augmented. The Charges, it is true, are at preſent higher than 


they would have been in Time of Peace: But the War has produced ſo little 


effect in India, as ſcarcely to retard the Plans for the Reduction of Intereſt on 
the Public Debts, and other Arrangements for the Improvement of the Com- 
pany's Finances. The Capture of the Enemy's Poſſeſſions on the Continent 
of India, and the Armament fitted out for the Protection of the Trade in thoſe 
Seas, have occaſioned ſome conſiderable Addition of Expence: But thoſe Cap- 


tures have added to our Revenues, as has alſo the depriving the Fr.nch of their 
Share of the Trade in Salt and Opium. 
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It is, however, on the mild and efficient Syſtem of Government al ready ſtab- 
liſhed, or in a State of Improvement throughout the Britiſh: Settlements in India, 
that I chiefly rely for the encreaſiag Proſperity of our Affairs in that Country. 
When the Natives ſee, a Syſtem; of Law and Juſtice eſtabliſhed, which affords 
equal Protection to the Rich and to the Poor, and the Tenure by which they hold 
their Property rendered permanent, inſtead of precarious, they muſt feel a deep 
Intereſt in the Stability of the Britiſh Government, and the Wealth, Population 
and general Proſperity of the Country muſt rapidly advance. Such has already 
been the Effect in the Bengal Provinces, of thoſe Syſtems for ſettling the Land 
Revenues, and adminiſtering Juſtice,, which, laſt; Year explained to have been 


_ eſtabliſhed. The Collections in 1793-4 exceeded the Amount of any preceding 


Year ; for, not only a Sum equal to the annual Rent was paid, but alſo a Part of 
former Arrears. The Arrears however ſtill ewing by the Landholders, and 
included in the Aſſets, amount to a conſiderable Sum. To a certain Degree this 
muſt always be the Caſe i in Accounts of ſuch a Magnitude made up to a particular 
Day: But the Sums ſtated, as owing by them, in the preſent Accounts, are aug- 
mented by the firſt Effect of thoſe Regulations, from which the greateſt Benefits 
to the Country have ſince ariſen. In general, Men heſitate at Alterations in an eſtab- 
lihed Syſtem, whatever Benefits may be promiſed by the Change: But in India, 
where the Prejudices of the Natives are blended with their Exiſtence, and where 
eſtabliſhed Cuſtom has the force of Law, no Arguments would avail to inſpire 
them with Confidence | in ſo conſiderable a Variation in the Tenure of their 
landed Property. Therefore, although the Settlement was moderate, yet 
it had the Effect of leſſening the Collections at firſt, from the prevailing 
Averſion of the Inhabitants to Prompt Payment, and their Propenſity to 
ſeize every Pretext of Delay. While the Country was in an unſettled 
State, it was natural that Artifices of this Nature ſhould be reſorted to, in 
hopes that a Change of Syſtem, might take place, in which the Old Demands 
m Sht be forgotten, and New Ones ſatisfied with the Sums ſo reſerved Such 
was the Situation of the Inhabitants of that Country, under the Native or Ma- 
homedan Dominion; and, for want of an eſtabliſhed Syſtem, the Company” 8 
Government but too much reſembled it. By inflexibly perſevering in the 


Syſtem which has now been fixed, we may hope in Time to eradicate thoſe Preju- 


dices, and introduce a more generous Mode of Proceeding, with reſpect to Re- 
ceipts and Payments. The large Sum collected in the laſt Vear ſhews, that this 
Effect has, in a great Degree, already been produced in Bengal: And, in conſe- 
quence of the encreaſing: Confidence in the Stability and good Faith of the Britiſh 


Sovernment, the Population, of theſe Provinces has encteaſed by the Influx of 


Inhabitants from the adjoining States, to enjoy the Advantages of living under its 
Protection. While, on the one Hand, this Circumſtance evinces the flouriſh- 
ing State of our Poſleſſions, it, on the other, adds to the Company's Receipts 
by the encreaſed Conſumption of Salt, from which'a Revenue of upwards of 
a Million per Annum has been collected in the laſt'Two Years, In the laſt of 
thoſe Years, the drag was U 54 390,000 more and che large Sum thus 
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realized, is ſtated to have ariſen not from an enhanced Price, but from an 
encrea'ed Conſumption. 


With reſpet to Madras, it has not yet been poſſible to eſtabliſh a Syſtem of 
ſuch Regularity in the Adminiſtration of the Revenue. The Introduction of 
ſimilar Regulations to thoſe which have been adopted at Bengal, muſt be a 
Work of Time. Innovations, however beneficial, muſt be made progreſlively, 
as it is only by Degrees that the Natives can underſtand how much their own 
Good will be promoted by any Alteration. But as the permanent Security of 
Property, is the molt certain Means of encreafing the Population and Proſperity 
of a Country, I doubt not but ſuch Regulations, founded on Juſtice and found 


Policy, will be eſtabliſhed, as will render the State of this Settlement nearly, 


if not equally flouriſhing with that of Bengal.—By the late Treaty with the 
Nabob of Arcot, the Tributes of ſeveral of the Southern Polygars, who had 
reſiſted the various Demands made upon them, are to be collected immediately 
by the Company: The Amount, in the firſt Year, has fallen ſhort of the ſtipu- 
lated. Sum; but, when they find their Contributions equitably fixed, and the 
Demands made on them not regulated by our Neceſſities, but conformable to 
their Agreements, I have no doubt but they will 1 it their Intereſt, to make 
their Payments with greater Regularity. 


The Drought which prevailed ſome Time ago in the Northern Circars, 
has occaſioned a Deficiency of Revenue from that Quarter in the laſt two or 
three Years; but, as the Country is recovering from the Effects of that Cala- 
mity, it will become more productive. The Circars are alſo capable of being 
conſiderably improved by the Adoption of proper Meaſures for ameliorating the 
Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and regulating the Revenue Syſtem in theſe Diſtricts. 


The Countries, ceded by Tippoo Sultan, produced a larger Revenue in the laſt 
Year than was collected from them in the one preceding, and the Nabob of Arcot 
and Rajah of Tanjore now pay their Subſidies with Punctuality. On the Whole, 
as T have already obferved, the Revenues of this Preſidency appear to be equal 
to its ordinary Expences in Time of Peace; and when the Improvements I have 
ſuggeſted, ſhall be carried into Effect, a Surplus may probably be obtained, 
towards the Proviſion of the profirable Inveſtment of Coaſt Goods. 


The late Accounts from Bombay, ſhew that the Revenues of that Preſi · 
dency, and of the Diſtricts on the Malabar Coaſt, are in a progreſſive State of 
Encreaſe. In the laſt Year, the Receipts amounted to Rupees 27, 76, 567, or 
J. 312, 364, and for 1794" 5» they are eſtimated at Rupees 31,54,518, or 
4.354,88 3. This latter Sum is £.35,742 leſs than the Amount eſtimated in 
the Arrangement between the Public and the Company in 1 793 * But a farther 


Encreaſe is certainly probable, as the ceded Countries will, in the Courſe of | 


N Flog be more. recovered from the Effects of the late War. ; 
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Hitherto the Revenues of thoſe Diſtricts have fallen far ſhort of the Amount 
at which they were eſtimated in the Treaty with Tippoo Sultan.: But the pro- 
greſſive Encreaſe has been rapid, as per No. 7*, in 1792-3, the Amount collected 
was Rupees 3,92, 356, or J. 44, 140; in 1793-4» Rupees 11,76,764, or . 122,386; 
and for 1794-5 the eſtimated Amount is Rupees 17, 57, 161, or J. 199, 680. 


The Charges of this Preſidency I have already mentioned to be far higher 
than was computed for a Peace Eſtabliſhment : But until the Government of 
the newly acquired Provinces is finally ſettled, and the Arrangements with the 
Native Princes completed, a reſpectable Military Force muſt be kept in readi- 
neſs, which Encreaſes the Expences in that Department. The Charges of 
collecting the Revenues of the ceded Countries will undoubedly engage the At- 
tention of the Government, as in the laſt Year they amounted to above Half 
the Receipts ; but on this the Supraviſor obſerves, that the Expences of that 
Year are not to be looked upon as a Precedent for future Years. 


In other reſpe&s the Affairs of this Preſidency bear a very. favorable Aſpect; 

the Whole of the Bond Debt which bore g; per Cent. Intereſt, and has been 
for many Years a heavy Drain on Bengal, had been, by the Advices dated in 
January laſt, paid off by Notes bearing a leſs Intereſt ; and the 8 per Cent. Pro- 
miſſory Notes, in like Manner, were expected to be diſcharged in a very ſhort 
Time, after which the Debt will bear an Intereſt of 6 per Cent. only: But as 
no Account was encloſed in this Diſpatch of the Amount of Debts, I have 
been obliged to refer to the Debts as they ſtood on the 3iſt October 1793, 
when Half the Debt bearing Intereſt was at 9; per Cent. In reſpect therefore to 
the Amount of the Debt owing at this Preſidency, and the annual Intereſt thereon, 


the next Statements muſt be conſiderably better than thoſe now before the 
Committee, 


From theſe Remarks on the general State of the Revenues and Charges of the 
Britiſh Settlements in India, it appears that, notwithſtanding the extra Expences 
which the preſent War occaſions, the Reſult is more favorable than was computed 
in the Average Eſtimate, on which my Calculations were founded in making the 
late Arrangement between the Public and the Company; and that there is every 
Proſpect of our Aﬀeairs in that Country continuing in their preſent flouriſhing State, 


In concluding theſe Obſervations, on the proſperous State of the Revenues 
of the Britiſh Provinces in India, I am naturally led to the Claims of the 
brave Officers of the Company's Army, whoſe Services have ſo much contri- 
buted to the Extenſion and Security of thoſe Poſſeſſions. When the Company 

acted merely as a Commercial Body, their Forces conſiſted only of a few Guards, 
ſtationed at their Factories or Seats of Trade. With the Acceſſion of Terri- 
tory, a larger Number of Forces became requiſite for its Defence; and now, 
when the Britiſh Power is ſecond to none in Hindoſtan, its Pre- eminence can 
only be maintained by a formidable Military Power, adequate both to repel any

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hoftite- Attack on our own Dominions, and to protect thoſe of our Allies. 
Accordingly, our Military Force in that Quarter, is not only greater than is 


maintained in Time of Peace by Great Britain, but is equal to the Eſtabliſh - 


ment * up by ſome of the pres Military Governments in Europe.

The Gradations of Rank, and the Proportion of Officers i in the Company 8 


Service, have not kept Pace with the Encreaſe of Numbers; nor have ſufficient 
Regulations been eſtabliſhed for the Encouragement and Reward of long and 
faithful Services. The higheſt Rank in their Army is that of Colonel, and the 
Number of that Rank is very limited ; the elder Officers, therefore, cannot 
look up to thoſe elevated Situations which, in other Armies, are the Reward of 
long Service and tried Abilities; and the Younger ſee but a diſtant and diſ- 
couraging Proſpect of arriving at the Rank of Colonel, or even to that of Field 
Officers. So flow is the Progreſs of Promotion, that Thirty Years endurance 
of a Climate ſo hoſtile to European Conſtitutions, is ſcarce ſufficient to obtain a 
Colonelcy ; and neither during that long Period, nor after an Officer has ob- 
tained that higheſt Rank, can he viſit his Native Country, without loſing his 
Pay and Emoluments during his Abſence. For thoſe who have no other Sup- 
port than the Income derived from their Profeſſion, and whoſe ill State of Health, 
or impaired Conſtitution, may render a temporary Return to Europe abſolutely 
neceſſary, there is not any Proviſion, except ſuch Relief as may be obtained 
from the Liberality of the Court of Directors, or the Aid of their Friends, 
without which humiliating Support, ſuch Officers have onlythe dreadful Alter- 
native of dying in India, or lingering in Indigence at home.) 


To afford Relief to the Officers, in all theſe Caſes, will be the principal Obje& 
of the Arrangement for the Army in India, at preſent under Conſideration, of 
which I ſhall juſt mention the leading Principles ; viz. That a certain Number 
of General, and a larger proportion of Field Officers ſhall be allowed to each of 
the Military Eſtabliſhments at the ſeveral Preſidencies; that a comfortable and 
honorable Retreat ſhall, after a certain Number of Years Service, be afforded 


to ſuch Officers as may wiſh to retire ; and that Officers whoſe State of Health
